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ble Spaniar{ underſtood it better by our looks , than 
my relations; which made ſich a deep\myrefſion in 
his foul , that his gravity could not forbear the ſhed- 
ding of ſome few rears, - ſo that one would have 
thought he ſuffered Shipwrack as well as we. He de- 
fired us to come into his houſe, and refreſh ourſelves : 
what little mearc he had, ſtew'd in a horſe-load of 
herbs, wich ſome pottage onely ſeaſoned by a piece 'of 
Bacon, thar had ferv'd for that purpoſe ar leaſt a do« 
zentimes, he ordered to beſer before us ; being no 
wayes ſparing of his wine, better rhan anylI ever yer 
could taſte in Taverns ; rhis good man being nor ac- 
quainted wich 4zhhinzs, dulcifyings, &c. Seelng us ear | 
ſoheartily, he cauſed anorher diſh co be provided, 
which was compoſed of ſuch vartery of creatures, 
thac I thought he had ſerved us inas a Meſs;, the. firſt 
Chapter of Geneſis : This Olla=podridra was ſo cookt, 
that the diſtinXion of each creature was ſauc'd out of 
our knowled3e. Having ſarisfied our hungry ſtomachs 
he diſmiſt all, excepting my ſelf, defiring me to ac- 
cept of whar kindneſs he could do me , for he confeſt 
he crook, much pleaſure in my ſociety and diſcourſe, 
I was very well contented to entertain his proffer : in 
ſome few daye3 h2 rold mz he was to go ro Sea , be- 
ing Captain of a Veſſel char lay in Per:mbhana, a ſmall 
Sea-farins Town near the place of our Shipwrack ; 
and asking me whecher I would go with him to the 
Trdies (whither he was bound,) I readily conſenced, 
and in ſome few dayes afcer we did fail from thence, 


70 pecfe:t our intended Voyage. 
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"CHAP. XII 


From Perimbana, a ſmall maritine Town onthe Spaniſh 
coaſt, be ſets ſail with wy ag Ferdinando Velaſ- 
quez bound to the Eaſt-Indies ; ut by the way meets 
with three Turkiſh Galleys, and by them is taken, mi- 
ſerably abuſed and impriſoned, 


A N hour before day weleft the Port, and failed 
"JF along. the coaſt before the' winde ; at out noon 
we diſcerned three veſſels, whereupon we gave them 
chaſe : in lefs than two hours we got up ro them, and 
then we could eafily perceive that they were Turkiſh 
Galleys ; whereof we were no ſooner aſſured } but 
we betook our ſelves'to flight, making ro Land with 
all ſpeed poſſible, to avoid the danger that inevitably 
threarned us. The Twrks underſtanding our defign, 
preſently hoifted 'up all their fails, and having. the 
wind. favourable, bore up ro us ſo cloſe, and petting 
within, a ſmall Faulcon-ſhor of us, they” diehard 
their Ordnance on us, wherewiththey killed eighr of 
our men, and wounded as many more ; and fobatrer- 
ed our Ship beſide, that we were forc'd to throw a 
great quantity of our lIading over-board. The Turks 
in the mean while loſt no time, bur grappledus;' we 
on the other fide, who were able to fighr, knowh 
that on our valour and undaunted courage dep: ded 
our lives, or loſs of liberty, witch perperual Gy;

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reſolved to fight it out. With this determination we 


boarded their Admiral, *doing very eminent execu- 
tron ; 
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tion ; but _ being over-powered with numbers, we 
were ſo overpreſt and wearied, .that we deſiſted from 
making any further rehſtance': For, of 35 men we 
had ar firſt, we only had remaining ten, whereof two 
died the next day, whom the Turks cauſed ro be cut 
in pieces or quarters, which they hung at the: end of 
_ their Main-yard for a ſign of Victory. Being taken, 
we werecarried by them roa Town called Mocaza, 
and received by the Governour and Inhabirants,who 
expected and waited the coming of theſe Pirates. In 
the. company was likewiſe one of the chiefeſt Sacer- 
dotal dignity ; and becauſe he had been lirtle before 
in Pilgrimage at the Temple of their Prophet Mah 
met in Meche was honoured and eſteemed by all. the 
people as a very holy man. This Mahomeran Impoſtor 


rid in a triumphant Charriot up and down the Town, 
covered all over with filk Tapiſtry, and with a deal 
of ceremonious fopperies. beflowed On the people 
' his benedition as he paſſed along, exhorting them to 
return hearty thanks to their great Propher for this 
Vidtory obrained over us. The Inhabicants hearing 
that we were Chriſtians taken Captives, flockt a- 
bout us; and being: exceedingly, tranſported. with 
choler, fell ro bearing of us inthar cruel manner, that 
I thoughr ir a vain thing ro hope to eſcape Alive out 
of their hands; and all this, becauſe we owned the 
names of Chriſtians. When was in England, I juſts 
ly was ſentenced ro die for my villany, and now here 
only for the bare profeſſion of Chriſtianity, I muſt 
not be ſuffered to live. This wicked Cacis (as they 
called kim)Jinſtigated rhem on ro thoſe outrages they 
committed ; who made them belieye, rhat the worſe 
they dealt withus, the more fayour and mercy they

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fhaped our courſe xo Goa, where we arrived in ſafety: 
From hence we fayted imto the River Lgor : jultas 
we were entring” its Mouth , we ſaw a. great Funk 
coming” upon us, which perceiving us to be few in 
number, and our Veſſel but ſtyall, felf cloſe with-our 
Prow on the Larboard-fide, and then thoſe rhar were 
in.-her, threw in ro 1s great Cramp-lrons faſtned unro 
ewo long chains, wherewith they grappled us faſt unto 
them ; which they had no ſooner done, but ineonti- 
nently ſome ſeventy or eighty Mahometans ſtarred out 
from under the Harches, that till then had lain Iurk- 
ing there ; and pouring out their ſmall-ſhorupon us, 
claprus aboard in afttinftant. Thoſe that knew what 
it was to bea flaveto the mercileſs Tarks , leaptinto 
the Sea, whereof I was one: we were not far fipm 
land,ſo that ir was nor long before I gor ſafe to ſhore g 
it was my Maſters misfortune(and truly chink my un-. 
happineſs , for he behaved himſelf. ro me'as to one of 
his familiar friends) being wounded, and ignorantin_ 
 frimming,. tobe entomb'd in the deep. There were - 
ſome five or fix more that. eſcapt the danger of their 
enemies and the Sea, that wading up to the Wafte in 
mix, landed in ſafety ; with theſe Lhid my ſelf in the 
next adjacent Wood, There was hardly oneof us :

all hope of help, we could nor forbear-ro unman 
our ſelves by weeping, ccm laining againſt our hard 
deſtiny , that fhould in ſo ſhort arime bring us into. 
ſo fad a diſaſter. In this defolation we ſpent the re- 
-Mainiyg tragical part of the day ; bur conſidering Fe 
with our ſelves, that the place was mooriſh, and full Wu 
of yenemous creatures , we betook our ſelves to the Wr 
Owze, ſtanding there up to the middle, Thenext he 
morning,

corrid Zone. We returned coour Ship, finding it 
no way ſafe to ftay here longer; next morning hoitng 
fail, we cameto Canavar, where we met with people. 
more Civil, whereupon we landed ; and receiving 
things from the inhabicants of conſiderable value, for 
roys and rrifles we gave them in lieu, we reſolved to 
ſtay here a while. The bercer ſort of theſe people are 
call'd Nairo's,whoſe heads are cover'd with a low Tu-

could never receive plenary; farisfadtion ir ſelf, They 
have a ftrange cuſtom in their Marriages , obſerved 
among them by the higheſt to the lowelt : who fo 
marrieth, is not to have the firſt nights imbraces wich 
his Bride, but is very well contented to beſtow her 
Maiden-head on the Bramin, or Prieſts, who do not 
_ always enjoy ir, being gfurted wich ſuch frequent of- 
ferings, and' rherefore will niany times ſell 'them ro 
ſtrangers.

Ignorant ſouls in the perfe& way ro damnation; for 
which rhey have the honour andeftimarion of all 
conferred upon them. We man'd: our our long-boar 
and went aſhore ; upon our landing,ic was ara ro. 
be eye=wirnefles of one of their Funerals, which was 
performed after this manner. The husband was car-'

ried before. the-combuſtible Pile;his moſt dearly loving 
wife cloſely following after him, attended by her Pa- 
rents and children; mulick (ſuch as they have, which 
T cannot compare to that of the Sphears) playing be- 
fore. behind ,& on each fide ofher. She was dreft both 
nearly and ſymptuouſly, ro the height of the rudeneſs 
of rheir art ; her head, neck, and arms (not omitting 
her noſe, legs,.and roes) each bedeckt and charged 
with Buacelers af lilver, with jewels every where a- 
bour her diſtributed :. She carried flowers in her 
hands, which ſhe diſpoſed of ro thoſe ſhe met. The 
Prieſt going backwards before her, ſhewed her a ma- 
gical glaſs, which repreſented to her ſight whatever 
might be plealzng to her ſenſual appetite.

prerend they will not drink wine, being forbidden ir 
by their Law, yet are abominable hypocrites: for,” 
though they wear a ſheep-skin. withthe wool there- 
on, not ſuffering any hair to be'on their bodies, and 
in ſhew lead a chaſte life, yer] fqund the contrary; as 
yau ſhall underſtand by whar pat berween, one of 
chem and my ſelf, -.

ſenfible of that injury Nature hath done her, in 
framing (o great a body ,and yet uſeleſs, bur to pleaſe- 
the eye ; commitring Its guidance to complemen- 
tal wings (for ſo Pm forc'd to call them) fince they 
are ſo ſmall and imporent, that they only ſerve to 
prove her an off- ſpring of the winged Tribe. Here 
are Bats alſo, as large as Gaſhawks. There is likewiſe 
oreat plenty of Fiſh : among the reſt of moſt eſpecial 
note,is the Cow-fiſh ; the head thereof nor unlike an 
Elephants,her eyes are ſmall, her body ar full growrh 
about three yards long, and one broad, her fins ex- 
ceeding lirtle, her fleth (being an amphibious crea- 
ture, living as well at Land,ſometimes, as in the Sea) 
doth taſte much like Veal. Some fay thar this Fiſh 
dothafet, and rakes much delight inthe fight of 
a mans viſage. About this Iſland are flying fiſh, 


Dolphins , and Sharks. One of our men Impru- 


dently ſwimming one day, the weather being very 
hor,in our fight a Shark came and bir offhisleg, and 
part of his thigh, and he thereupon funk ; we made 
our ro ſave him, bur before we came, he was drown- 
ed, Here are Torroiſes ſo great, that they will creep 
with 
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with two mens burdens on. their backs;but their pace 
is ſo ſlow, that they would make but ill Porters, g0- 
ing not above.ten yards in two hours, when they 
make their greateſt ſpeed. The birds here are {o un- 
accuſtomed to frights , that I have ſhot five. or fix 
times amongſt a flock, letting the dead flilllie; and 
nor one of the ſurviving did ſo much as offer ro flie, 
The Goars here have more of the Policician in them; 
for they ſeldom feed or reſt themſelves , but: they ſer 
out their ſentinels. .

Eighing Anchor,we ſteer'd our courſe for Ban 
tam ; bur being much ftraitned by the way, 
for want of freſh water; we were compell'd ro make 
up rothe firſt Land we deſcry'd. Though the dark- 
neſs of the night blinded our eyes from ſuch diſcove- 
ries, yetflames of fire nor far diſtant from us, gaveus 
perfe& intelligence that Land was not far off, Thar 
night we caſt Anchor, fearing we might run foul of 
ſome Rock or ſhelf: In the morning we ſaw a large 
track of Land before us, not knowing what place it 
ſhould be. Our Captain commanded the Long-boar 
ro be man'd our, ro procure water, If any good were 
there : amongſt che reſt, I went for one ; for I was 
very greedy to obſerve novelties. Coming on ſhore, 
and ſeeing this Hill now and than belch our flames,by 
my perſwaſtons I made my fellows forget for a time 
their dury or errand rhey came abour, ro make ſome 
inquifition into this mracle of Nature. Whereupon 
we all reſolved unanimouſly to aſcend the Hill, and 
with much diffticulry we came ſo nigh the top, that 
we heard a moſt hideous noiſe proceeding from the 
Concave thereof : ſo terrible it was, that we now be- 
gan to condemn our raſh attempt,and ſtood at a con- 
venienrt diſtance, judging it the only medium of our 
ſafety. Whilſt we were thus 1n a delirium, not know= 


ing 
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ing what was the beſt to be done ; the Mountain waz 
inſtantly poſſeſt with an Apuefit, and afrerwards vo- 
miting up ſmoak and ſtones into the Air (which af- 
terwards fell down in a ſhower upon our heads) we 


thoughr we could not eſcape withour a miracle : and 
whilſt we were all ſtriving which way, with greateſt 


expedition, we might eſchew the danger, there roſe 
in the midſt of us ſuch an heap of earth, aſhes, and 


fire, with ſich kinde of combuſtible matter as thar 


weall feenvdias ſo many moveable burning Beaccns,and 
withour any thoughrs of helping each other, - every 
one endeavouredco fecure himſelf. And although I 


-was the laſt in che company, yer in this expedition ir 


wasmuch available rome; for nvy companions ma» 


king more haſte than good ſpeed. tumbling down the 


Hillbefore me, fell feveral of them: together ;. which 


bhckslying iv my way, obſtrufted my paſſage , and 
ſo fav'd the breaking of my neck ,, which ozherwiſe 


would have been-ineviable. Inthis prodigiouscon- 


flitt, moſt of us loſt the hair of our heads, not wich- 


our receiving ſeveral batteries upon! the: Oxt-works of 
_ our bodies. Ar firſt fight we were much afraid; ;. bur 
the conſequence made'it appear, we were not more 


afraid than huxr. We made a ſhifc to crawI down the 
reſt of the way ; and having fixr our unadviſed feer 
on the bottom of rhe Mountain , we reſolv'd. we 
would never again:pay ſo dearly for our curiolity , 
buc forchwith went in ſearch of ſome Spring,, that 


might ſerve as well ro quench our cloaths,, as our 
thirſt. Whar we ſought for we quickly found; and ſo 


bling our empry Cask,we made what haſte we could 
aborad. The Caprain and the: reſt ſtoodiamaz'd. ro

In ſhort, the B27nyan, fince he could nor ſay pofi- 
tively I was the man, was diſmiſt, not without a ſo- 
lemn vow he would be revenged of usall in general;

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The next going afpore of the Sea-men , this Bannyan 

( for the injury was done him ) cauſed a Running a 
Muck , that i, he inſtigated a great many people to kzll 
- all they met of that ſhip. The loſs of ſeveral men there- 
upon : but he tis out of danger, having cunningly kept 
himſelf aboard that time, - He afterwards had like to 
have been killed by a Creaſe the Bannyan had hired for 
that purpoſe. His enemies being deſtroyed, he marnieth 
an Indian Punce-woman. 


He next day, a great many of our men went a« 
ſhore ; and going into China-row, (a ftreet ſo 


called in Bantam) ro drink Punce and Tea, a great 


crew of Indians and Chineſes(headed by this Banny- 
an ) fell upon them, killing whom they could, not 
direfing their revenge upon any particular perfon, 
(which they call a Mzck, : ) ſo hot and ſharp was this 
conflit, that many were kill'd on both fides, . bur 


more wounded, This accident alarm'd the whole 
Town,but moſt eſpecially the Engliſk there reſident : 
but at laſt, with much ado, this grand uproar was 


calmed. Ir was my good fortune, that I was nor then 


among then otherwiſe I might have been made a 1a- 
critce among the reſt of my fellows. ButI was fore- 


wari'd, having been pie-inform'd that ſuch broyls 


are uſual upon ſuch occaſ:ons; wherefore I kept my 


fclif our of harms way for that rime, 
But 
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But yl ig: after,thinking their malice was blown 
over, I went aſhore; and waiking with others of our 
Boats-crew In the ſame Row, ( where moſt of our 
men wereus'd to reſort , becauſe of the Liquor rhar 
was there robe had, and a Whore to boot) a fellow 
came to me, with this Bannyanl cheated, and both 
ofrhem with Creaſes, (a kinde of Dagger of about a 
foot and half long) 'would have ftab'd me, had nor 
my friends prevented them,by ſtriking up their heels, 
and afterwards with their own Creaſes ſtab*d them to 
the heart, Aﬀeerthis, we could walk very quierly 
without any diſturbance, going any where wichour 
any danger. a. 

Being very hot there, our uſial paſtime was to go 
up a lictle ſmall River (joyning to the Town) four or 
| five miles to waſh our ſelves : the trees ſo covered it 
over like an Arbor, that the beams of che Stn could 
not penetrate it ; by which means it was fine and 
cool, which very much refrefht our parched bodies. 
I nevercame aſhore, but I drank very immoderarely 
of Pence, Rack, Tea, -&c, which was brought up in 
great China-Jugs holding ar leaſt rwo Quarts : with 
every ſuch Jug there was brought in a Dith of Sweer-= 
meats, nor of one ſort, bur. variety, and excellenr 
good ; for which we paid a ſhilling Engliſh : and if 
you call'd for another Jug, you paid no more, unleſs 
a Dith uſher'd it 1n. , 

. One houſe eſpeckilly I much frequented, for the 
Indian womans ſake that kept ir: for rhough ſhe was 
black, or rather rawny, yet ſhe- was well-fearur'd 
and well-forn'd, having long black hair (when ſhe 


unry'd the treſſes) hanging down to her legs. She. 
from the firſt ſhewed me as much kindneſs as could be.
